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From  the  beginning  of  time  the 
natural  expression  of  religious  truth  and 
feeling  through  music  has  been  em- 
ployed. Through  the  chronicles  of  re- 
ligious history  we  find  recorded  the 
prayers  of  praise  and  thanksgiving  that 
have  been  sung  to  the  Almighty.  This 
form  of  worship  has  been  an  integral 
part  of  the  religious  life  in  ages  past 
and  is  equally  important  in  the  lives 
of  the  saints  in  this  dispensation. 

Moses,  in  one  of  the  earliest  recorded 
instances  of  singing  praises,  led  the 
Children  of  Israel,  who  had  just  been 
released  from  their  enemies  at  the  Red 
Sea,  in  a  song  of  joy  beginning:  "  I  will 
sing  unto  the  Lord,  for  he  hath 
triumphed  gloriously :  The  horse  and  the 
rider  hath  he  thrown  into  the  sea.  The 
Lord  is  my  strength  and  song,  and  he 
is  become  my  salvation."' 

Miriam,  Moses'  sister,  led  the  women 
beginning:  "Sing  ye  to  the  Lord,  for 
he  hath  triumphed  gloriously. "- 

David,  who  has  given  us  so  many 
beautiful  and  stirring  sentiments  in  his 
psalms,  has  declared:  "Give  thanks  unto 
the  Lord,  call  upon  his  name,  make 
known  his  deeds  among  the  people.  Sing 
unto  him,  sing  psalms  unto  him,  talk  ye 
of  all  his  wondrous  works."^  "  Sing  unto 


God,  ye  kingdoms  of  the  earth;  O  sing 
praises  unto  the  Lord.'"  "And  David 
and  all  the  house  of  Israel  played  before 
the  Lord  on  all  manner  of  instruments 
made  of  fir  wood,  even  on  harps,  and 
on  psalteries,  and  on  timbrels,  and  on 
cornets,  and  on  cymbals.'"'  And  we  read 
that  David  even  danced  before  the  Lord 
endeavouring  to  show  praise.* 

How  many  have  sought  the  position  of 
the  guiltless  described  by  Mormon  as 
the  person  who  will  "  dwell  in  the  pres- 
ence of  God  in  his  kingdom,  to  sing 
ceaseless  praises  with  the  choirs 
above?  "•  Apparently  Mosiah  was  one 
for  he  said:  "And  my  immortal  spirit 
may  join  tjie  choirs  above  in  singing 
praises  of  a  just  God."" 

Paul,  the  Apostle,  in  his  epistle  to  the 
Colossians,  wrote:  "Let  the  word  of 
Christ  dwell  in  you  richly  in  all  wisdom ; 
teaching  and  admonishing  one  another 
in  psalms  and  hymns  and  spiritual 
songs,  singing  with  grace  in  your  hearts 
to  the  Lord.""  When  he  wrote  to  the 
Corinthian  saints  he  said:  "I  will  sing 
with  the  spirit,  and  I  will  sing  with  the 
understanding  also."'" 

Music,  particularly  congregational 
singing,  has  always  had  a  part  in  the

30,000  WITNESS  GREAT  AND 
COLOURFUL  SPECTACLE  IN 
UNIVERSITY  OF  UTAH  STA- 
DIUM. Reaching  flood  crest  pro- 
portions in  thrilling  spectacle, 
unique  stature,  and  brilliant 
choreography,  the  Dance  Festival 
on  Friday  evening  in  the  Univer- 
sity of  Utah  Stadium  offered  the 
30,000  lucky  spectators  who  could 
gain  admittance  more  colourful 
dance  pageantry  in  its  two-hour 
extravaganza  than  they  could 
find  in  a  hard  week's  travelling. 

So  heralded  has  this  festival 
become  and  so  early  did  the 
patrons  arrive  to  be  on  hand  to 
witness  it,  that  an  estimated 
crowd  of  15,000  persons  were  un- 
able to  get  through  the  gates. 

From  141  stakes  there  were 
dancing  ensembles  of  Boy  Scouts 
and  Bee  Hive  Girls,  Explorers 
and  Mia  Maids,  M-men  and 
Gleaners  and  Special  Interest 
class  members.  With  an  astonish- 
ing wealth  of  ideas,  the  MIA 
General  Board  dance  committee 
built  its  festival  around  the 
theme,  "Dancing  through  the 
Ages."  And  the  programme  was 
just  that!  For  instance  there 
was  a  primitive  Maori  dance  en- 
titled   "Canoe    Song"    performed 


by  a  group  of  former  missionaries 
to  New  Zealand;  and  there  were 
polkas,  mixers,  mazurkas, 
minuets,  waltzes,  ballets,  rumba, 
tangos,  saramba,  square  dances 
ana  round  dances,  all  with  the 
objective  to  give  hundreds  of 
dancers  fun  and  thousands  of 
spectators  enjoyable  entertain- 
ment. And  in  both  aims  the  festi- 
val deliberately  succeeded. 

VISIT  TO  QUEEN  PROVES 
HIGHLIGHT.  The  people  of 
Holland  will  not  soon  forget  the 
momentous  event  of  a  visit  from 
the  President  of  the  Church  of 
Jesus  Christ  of  Latter-day  Saints. 
President  David  O.  McKay  and 
his  party  arrived  in  Holland  on 
Wednesday,  June  11,  1952.  They 
were  met  by  President  and  Mrs. 
Donovan  H.  Van  Dam.  The  next 
day  President  and  Mrs.  McKay 
had  an  audience  with  Queen 
Juliana  of  the  Netherlands. 

During  the  visit  Pi'esident 
McKay  gave  her  greetings  from 
all  the  thousands  of  Dutch  Saints 
in  America  who  have  immigrated 
there  the  past  few  years.  He 
also  had  the  opportunity  to  tell 
her  of  the  Book  of  Mormon,  the 
missionary  system  of  the  Church 
and  the  Word  of  Wisdom.  The 
Queen  was  surprised  that  the 
Church  had  so  many  missionaries 
in  Holland,  and  also  that  the  mis- 
sionaries were  not  supported  by 
the  Church  financially  and  that 
they  devoted  their  full  time  to 
preaching  the  Gospel. 

President  David  O.  McKay  told 
his  royal  host  that  he  would  like 
to  present  her  with  a  leather- 
bound  copy  of  the  Book  of 
Mormon,  and  she  said  she  would 
be  very  happy  to  accept  it.

Duriii^^ 
the  early  years  of  the  Church,  many 
hymns  were  written  or  selected  for  th- 
use  of  the  congregations.  In  fact,  in  .i 
revelation  given  through  Joseph  Smitli 
the  year  the  Church  was  organized, 
special  provision  was  made  for  the 
selection  of  hymns.  This  revelation 
directed  that  Emma  Smith,  the 
Prophet's  wife,  should  "  make  a  selection 
of  sacred  hymns,  as  it  shall  be  given 
thee,  which  is  pleasing  unto  me,  to  be 
had  in  my  church.  For  my  soul  delight- 
eth  in  the  song  of  the  heart;  yea.  the 
song  of  the  righteous  is  a  prayer  unto 
me,  and  it  shall  be  answered  with  a 
blessing  upon  their  heads."" 

"  Various  crises  in  the  story  of  our 
people  are  associated  with  song.  When 
the  Prophet  Joseph  Smith  was  facing 
martyrdom,  he  requested  one  of  his 
companions  in  prison  with  him  to  sing 
one  of  his  favourite  songs,  'A  Poor  Way- 
faring Man  of  Grief.'  While  his  exiled 
people  were  seeking  a  new  homeland, 
William  Clayton  wrote  a  song  to  cheer 
them  on  their  journey.'"-  The  result — 
'•  Come,  Come  Ye  Saints." 

"  If  thou  art  sorrowful,  call  on  the 
Lord  thy  God  with  supplication  that 
your  souls  may  be  joyful.'"'  "  If  thou 
art  merry,  praise  the  Lord  with  singlng, 
with  music,  with  dancing,  and  with  a 
prayer  of  praise  and  thanksgiving."" 

Brigham  Young  must  have  taken  wise 
counsel  from  the  above  revelation  as  he 
led  the  modern  Israel  to  their  land  of 
promise.  It  is  certain  that  he  oilered 
many  prayers  that  the  saints  might  be 
joyful.  We  read  how  he  "  constantly 
vivified  the  people  whom  he  led  by  en- 
livening instrumental  music,  by  the 
singing  of  familiar  songs  of  home  in 
the  spirit  of  home  present  and  not  far 
away,  in  the  merry  dance,  social  ball.'"  ' 

"  Capt.  Pitt  and  his  band  left  Nauvoo 
on  the  same  day  with  Brigham  Young, 
February  15,  1846,  crossing  the  Missis- 
sippi on  the  ice,  and  with  him  journeyed 
that  day  to  the  '  Camp  of  Israel '  which 
waited  for  the  leader  on  '  Sugar  Creek.' 
At  night  the  weather  was  bitterly  cold, 
but  the  trumpet  by  the  order  of  Brigham 
called  the  camp  out  to  a  concert  in  the 
open  air,  and  the  Nauvoo  Brass  Band 
performed  its  best  selections,  after 
which  the  pilgrims  join  3d  in  the  dance 
and  the  music  was  as  joyous  as  at  a 
merrymaking."^^ 


Joshua  directed  the  Children  of  Israel 
to  shout  and  the  Priests  to  play  their 
horns,  and  as  a  result  the  walls  of 
Jericho  fell  and  the  city  was  taken.'' 

Brigham  Young  encouraged  the  saints 
to  sing,  those  who  could  play  musical 
instruments  to  play,  and  as  a  result  they 
were  Jed  through  the  most  trying  and 
difficult  periods  of  their  great  march. 
Perhaps  one  of  the  most  disheartening 
trials  came  when  representatives  of  the 
United  States  Army,  the  same  army  that 
had  failed  to  give  protection  when  the 
harassed  saints  needed  it  most,  came 
to  Brigham  Young  and  asked  for  re- 
cruits for  a  march  to  the  West  to  pro- 
tect the  border  of  the  United  States 
territories  from  feared  onslaughts  of  the 
Mexicans.  The  much-needed  manpower 
of  the  "  Camp  of  Israel "  was  greatly 
weakened  by  those  who  volunteered 
their  services  to  the  army,  but  they  went 
cheerfully  and  bravely  to  protect  the 
country  whose  people  had  failed  to  offer 
them  protection. 

Colonel  Thomas  L.  Kane  was  present 
at  the  farewell  celebration  given  before 
the  departure  of  the  battalion  of  men. 
He  leaves  us  a  stirring  account  of  the 
occasion:  "With  the  rest;  attended  the 
elders  of  the  Church  within  call,  includ- 
ing nearly  all  the  chiefs  of  the  High 
Council,  with  their  wives  and  children. 
They,  the  gravest  and  most  trouble- 
worn,  seemed  the  most  anxious  of  any 
to  be  the  first  to  throw  off  the  burden 
of  heavy  trouble  and  thoughts.  Their 
leading  and  dancing  in  a  great  double 
cotillion,  was  the  signal  which  bade 
the  festivity  commence.  .  .  .  Light 
hearts,  blithe  figures,  and  light  feet,  had 
it  their  own  way  from  an  early  hour 
till  after  the  sun  had  dipped  behind  the 
sharp  sky-line  of  the  Omaha  hills. 
Silence  was  then  called,  and  a  well- 
cultivated  Mezzo-soprano  voice,  belong- 
ing to  a  young  lady  with  fair  face  and 
dark  eyes,  gave  with  quartette  accom- 
paniment a  little  song  ...  a  version 
of  the  text,  touching  to  all  earthly 
wanderers: 

By  the  rivers  of  Babylon  we  sat  doivn 

and  wept. 
We  ivept  lohen  we  remembered  Zion. 

"  There  was  danger  of  some  expres- 
sion of  feeling  when  the  song  was  over, 
for   it   had   begun   to   draw   tears!    but 
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breaking  the  quiet  with  his  hard  voice, 
an  Elder  asked  the  blessing  of  Heaven 
on  all  who,  with  purity  of  heart  and 
brotherhood  of  spirit,  had  mingled  in 
that  society,  and  then  all  dispersed, 
hastening  to  cover  from  the  falling 
dews.   .   .   ."Js 

Colonel  Kane  was  impressed  with  the 
music  of  the  saints,  particularly  with  the 
orchestra  which  played  at  the  departure 
of  the  Battalion. 

"  Well  as  I  knew  the  peculiar  fondness 
of  the  '  Mormons '  for  music,  their 
orchestra  in  service  on  this  occasion 
astonished  me  by  its  numbers  and  fine 
drill.    .    .    . 

"  When  the  refugees  from  Nauvoo 
were  hastened  to  part  with  their  table 
ware,  jewelry,  and  almost  every  other 
fragment  of  metal  wealth  they  possessed 
that  was  not  iron,  they  had  never  a 
thought  of  giving  up  the  instru- 
ments of  this  favourite  band.  .  .  . 
They  had  led  the  Farewell  Service  in 
the  Nauvoo  Temple.  Their  office  now 
was  to  guide  the  monster  choruses  and 
Sunday  hymns;  and  like  the  trumpets  of 
silver,  made  of  a  whole  piece,  '  for  the 
calling  of  the  assembly,  and  for  the 
journeying  of  the  camp,'  to  knoll  the 
people  into  church.  Some  of  their  wind 
instruments,  indeed,  were  uncommonly 
full  and  pure-toned,  and  in  that  clear 
dry  air  could  be  heard  to  a  great  dis- 
tance. It  had  the  strangest  effect  in  the 
world,  to  listen  to  their  sweet  music 
winding  over  the  uninhabited  country. 
Something  in  the  style  of  a  Moravian 
death-tune  blown  at  daybreak,  but  alto- 
gether unique.  It  might  be  when  you 
were  hunting  a  ford  over  the  Great 
Platte,  the  dreariest  of  all  wild  rivers, 
perplexed  among  the  far-reaching  sand 
bars,  and  curlew  shallows  of  the  shifting 
bed;  the  wind  rising  would  bring  you 
the  first  faint  thought  oi  a  melody ;  and 
as  you  listened,  borne  clown  upon  the 
gust  that  swept  past  you  a  cloud  of  the 
dry  sifted  sands,  you  recognized  it  — 
perhaps  a  home-loved  theme  of  Henry 
Proch  or  Mendelssohn-Bartholdy,  away 
out  there  in  the  Indian  Marshes!  "^^ 

The  music  of  the  saints  might  not' 
have  caused  any  mighty  walls  to  fall, 
but  it  did  play  an  important  role  in 
keeping  high  the  spirits  of  a  tired  and 
weary  group  of  people.  They  did  "  praise 


the  Lord  with  singing,  with  music,  with 
dancing,  and  with  a  prayer  of  praise 
and  thanksgiving."" 

The  joy  the  pioneers  found  in  music, 
especially  in  singing,  has  been  carried 
down  to  us  and  is  well  represented  in 
the  Tabernacle  Choir  whose  recitals  are 
broadcast  over  a  large  portion  of  the 
earth's  surface.  The  influence  of  this 
great  choir  must  bring  much  refinement 
and  happiness  to  all  who  hear  its  sweet 
tones  and  the  noble  sentiments  ex- 
pressed in  its  songs.  The  same  spirit 
of  worship  and  also  of  joy  that  was 
found  in  the  gatherings  of  the  pioneers 
is  felt  when  this  great  choir  sings  and 
also  when  smaller,  but  not  less  insig- 
nificant, bodies  of  the  saints  join  in  song 
in  their  various  meetings 

"  Good  music  is  gracious  praise  of 
God.  It  is  delightsome  to  the  ear,  and 
it  is  one  of  our  most  acceptable  methods 
of  worshipping  God."''  When  the  indi- 
viduals enter  into  the  song  "  they 
should  not  sing  merely  because  it  is  a 
profession,  or  because  they  have  a  good 
voice;  but  they  should  sing  also  because 
they  have  the  spirit  of  it,  and  can  enter 
into  the  spirit  of  prayer  and  praise  to 
God  who  gave  them  their  sweet 
voices."^' 

A  Prophet  of  God  has  said:  "  I  am 
confident  that  the  hymns  of  Zion,  when 
sung  with  the  proper  spirit,  bring  a 
peaceful  and  heavenly  influence  into  our 
homes,  and  also  aid  in  preaching  the 
gospel  of  Jesus  Christ."-" 

Another  Prophet  has  said :  "I  feel  that 
the  hymns  that  have  been  taught  the 
sons  and  daughters  of  the  Latter-day 
Saints  .  .  .  are  a  continuous  sermon 
of  righteousness.  I  am  sure  that  they 
have  inspired  many  of  us  to  do  the 
things  that  the  Lord  would  like  us  to 
do."-i 

Through  participation  in  singing,  our 
hearts  and  minds  are  opened  to  the 
truths  contained  in  the  verses  which  are 
easily  learned  by  heart.  Active  partici- 
pation in  congregational  singing  has 
been  declared  to  be  one  of  the  greatest 
powers  in  testimony  building.  "  Our 
Heavenly  Father  has  given  a  revelation 
teaching  us  that  it  is  our  privilege,  yea, 
bur  blessing,  to  sing;  and  that  our  songs 
should  be  sung  in  righteousness."--

iT  has  onlj'  been  a  few  days  since  a  rather 
hesitating  knock  came  at  my  door.  Upon 
opening  the  door  I  saw  a  familiar  sight.  A 
short  man  with  shrunken  eyes,  dressed  in 
filthy  rags,  with  a  begging  look  on  his  face 
— I  say  sight  because  this  pitiful  individual 
pays  a  visit  to  my  door  almost  once  a  week. 
I  knew  why  he  was  there.  It  was  an  old 
performance.  He  mumbled  in  an  inaudible 
tone.  "Speak  up  man.  speak  up,"  I  said  in 
an  unpleasant  voice,  though  I  new  what  he 
wanted.  "Can  ya'  spare  a  bi'  'o  somethin' 
fur  a  poor  man,  sir?"  I  stood  for  a  moment, 
disgusted,  then  reached  in  my  pocket  and 
brought  forth  a  sixpence  which  I  tossed  to 
him. 

When  he  was  gone  I  sat  down  again  to 
my  work.  But  somehow  I  just  couldn't 
accomplish  anything.  I  felt  that  the  man 
would  have  been  better  off  to  have  received 
nothing  than  such  an  unkindly  gift.  At 
least  I  would  have  been  better  off  to  have 
witheld  it.  For  surely  a  gift  given  so 
grudgingly  can  do  nothing  but  canker  a 
person's  soul. 

Each  step  of  the  entire  scene  kept  mirror- 
ing through  my  mind.  It  all  seemed  to 
Doint  to  one  thing.  "Charity!"  "Charity!!" 
Was  that  sixpence,  and  the  previous  one, 
and  the  one  before  that  Charity?  These 
and  many  other  thoughts  played  tag  in  my 
mind.  Finally,  however,  I  was  able  to 
concentrate  on  my  work.  Yet  somehow 
that  strange  cold  feeling  remained  with 
me. 

The  following  day  I  had  forgotten  it. 
But  along  toward  evening  my  companion 
and  I  were  leaving  the  dairy,  where  we 
had  just  paid  the  milk  bill,  when  in  front 
of  us,  blocking  our  way,  stood  a  boy. 
Ragged,  dirty  and  hair  uncombed  it  was 
true,  but  to  me  he  looked  good.  A  future 
leader  of  men  and  boys.  Somewhat  like  a 
kernel  of  pop-corn  just  waiting  for  the 
warmth  of  human  kindness  and  under- 
standing to  burst  him.  so  that  his  full  glory 
could  be  viewed  by  all. 


He  spoke  and  his  words  cut  me.  That 
cold  feeling  of  the  day  before  came  over 
me  again.  Only  this  time  it  seemed  to 
freeze  me  where  I  stood.  There  before 
my  eyes  in  the  form  of  an  innocent  little 
boy  named  Ian  (he  was  only  seven),  stood 
tomorrow's  tragedy!!  "Mister,  have  you 
got  a  ticky  for  me?" 

I  remembered  how  as  a  small  boy  on  our 
farm  I  had  seen  a  young  branch  on  a  tree 
bent,  and  how,  as  the  years  passed  by,  the 
limb  grew  the  same  way  only  it  became 
more  bent  and  uglier  each  year. — The  boy 
and  the  man — time  was  the  only  difference 
I  could  see. 

My  companion  and  I  decided  it  would  be 
a  crime  to  give  that  boy  a  ticky.  So  we 
asked  him  if  he  would  work  for  a  ticky.  He 
said  he  would.  We  had  to  make  work  for 
him  to  do.  But  he  did  it  and  did  it  well. 
After  trying  to  make  him  our  friend  and 
trying  to  impress  on  him  that  he  should 
never  beg  for  irioney  or  other  things,  we 
gave  hirri  the  ticky.  As  I  watched  him 
leave  I  prayed  with  all  my  heart  that  God 
would  watch  over  him,  and  inspire  his 
parents  that  they  would  keep  him  from 
growing  mentally  and  morally  deformed. 

These  two  events  convinced  me  that  I 
must  make  a  research  into  the  matter  of 
charity,  or  the  giving  to  beggars.  For, 
though  I  had  often  read  concerning  charity 
and  giving,  I  had  never  really  formed  an 
intelligent  opinion  of  the  matter  as  I'm 
sure,  is  the  case  with  most  people. 

I  live  at  a  church.  Every  day,  almost 
without  fail,  one  or  two  beggars  come  to 
the  door.  I  began  to  make  count.  I  could 
hardly  believe  what  I  learned.  Besides 
those  who  car^o  to  my  door,  I  counted 
those  I  passed  on  the  streets.  The  first  day 
I  got  off  the  tram  and  walked  five  blocks. 
The  first  block  I  counted  three  beggars,  and 
in  each  of  the  following  blocks  one.  From 
that  time  I  lost  count,  but  according  to  my 
calculations  there  was  an  average  of  one 
beggar  to  every  two  blocks  in  downtown 
,. .  Johannesburg. 
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Kiiicr  McKay 

What  is  my  duty  to  these?  Am  T  to  give 
to  each?  Some  could  work;  the  govern- 
ment has  offered  to  care  for  others.  Why 
then  should  I  help  them  when  they  refuse 
help  from  the  government? 

And  so  it  went  in  my  mind.  Then  I  read 
from  the  Book  of  Mormon  ..  .  "and  ye  will 
not  suffer  that  the  beggar  putteth  up 
his  petition  to  you  in  vain,  and 
turn  him  out  to  perish.  Perhaps  thou  shalt 
say.  The  man  has  brought  upon  himself  his 
misery;  therefore  I  will  stay  my  hand,  and 
will  not  give  give  upon  him  of  my  food,  nor 
impart  unto  him  of  my  substance  that  he 
may  not  suffer,  for  his  punishments  are 
just  —  But  I  say  unto  you,  O  man,  who- 
soever doeth  this  the  same  hath  great  cause 
to  repent;  .  .  .  And  again,  I  say  unto  the 
poor,  ye  who  have  not  and  yet  have  suffi- 
cient, that  ye  remain  from  day  to  day;  I 
mean  all  you  who  deny  the  beggar,  because 
ye  have  not;  I  would  that  ye  say  in  your 
hearts  that:  I  give  not  because  I  have  not. 
but  if  I  had  I  would  give." 

I  used  to  avoid  the  streets  on  Saturdays 
because  of  the  "Charity  drives.''  Now  I 
notice  that  they  have  them  at  least  two 
days  during  the  week  also.  I  could  go  on 
naming  "funds"  to  which  we  are  expected 
to  contribute.  Must,  or  should  I,  give  to 
all?  Every  cause  seems  worthy  enough.  At 
least  on  the  surface.  Where  does  it  all 
end? 

Yesterday  my  answer,  in  part  at  least, 
came  to  me.  We  had  occasion  to  visit  an 
"Old  Age  Home."  While  there  we  observed 
the  people.  Lovely  people  in  the  sunset 
of  life.  Confined,  as  it  were,  to  a  drab  and 
foreign  existence.  Why?  Because,  with 
few  exceptions,  they  are  unwanted.  An 
ungrateful  family  feels  that  they  cannot 
make  the  effort  to  care  for,  comfort  and 


cheer  them.  Yea!  they  make  an  occasional 
visit.  But  it  is  a  wicked  one,  and  designed 
to  varnish  a  calloused  conscience. 

Of  course,  I  am  aware  that  in  each  case 
the  family  feels  that  they  have  a  good  ex- 
cuse. It  brings  to  my  mind  a  poem  that 
touches  my  heart.  I  wish  I  could  put  it  all 
down.    Here  is  part  of  it. 

OVER  THE  HILL  TO  THE  POOR-HOUSE 

Over  the  hill  to  the  poor-house  Fm  trudgin' 

my  weary  way, 
I,  a  woman  of  seventy,  and   only    a    trifle 

gray— 
I,  who  am  smart  and  chipper,  for  all  the 

years  I've  told. 
As  many  another  woman  that's  only  half 

as  old. 
Over  the  hill  to  the  poor-house  —  I  can't 

quite  make  it  clear! 
Over  the  hill  to  the  poor-house  —  it  seems 

so  horrid  queer! 
Many  a  step  I've  taken  a-toilin'  to  and  fro. 
But  this  is  a  sort  of  journey  I  never  thought 

to  go. 
Strange  how  much  we  think  of  our  blessed 

little  ones! 
I'd  have  died  for  my  daughters!  I'd  have 

died  for  my  sons! 
And  God  he  made  that  rule  of  love:  but 

when  we're  old  and  gray, 
I've  noticed  it  sometimes  fails  to  work  the 

other  way.

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RECIPE 
CHOCOLATK   BROWNIE  PUDDING 

Submitted  by  Sister  Jean  D.  Wright 

5  cup  sugar 

1  cup  flour 

2  teaspoons  baking  powder 
h  teaspoon  salt 

1  square  chocolate  or  1  round- 

ed tablespoon  cocoa 

2  tablespoons  butter 
i  cup  milk 

2  teaspoon  vanilla. 

For  the  Top 

h  cup  brown  sugar 
2  cup  white  sugar 
4  tablespoons  cocoa 
1  cup  cold  water. 
Method: 

Sift  sugar,  flour,  baking  powder  and  salt.  Add  chocolate 
and  butter  melted  together  over  hot  water.  Add  milk  and 
vanilla.  Pour  into  buttered  baking  dish  about  9in.  by  9in. 
Over  top  scatter,  without  mixing,  brown  and  white  sugar 
and  cocoa.  Pour  over  cold  water.  Bake  40  minutes  in 
moderately  slow  oven  (325°  F.).  Let  stand  at  room 
temperature  1  hour  or  more  and  serve  cool  but  not  chilled. 
Whipped  cream  or  ice  cream  are  delicious  with  this  pudding 
but  are  not  essential,  as  it  provides  its  own  fudge  sauce 
beneath  a  cake-like  top.     Serves  6. 


HOUSEHOLD  HINTS 


Those  odd  pieces  of  soap  that  are  hard  to 
handle  can  be  turned  into  soap  powder  that 
will  dissolve  in  hot  water.  Dry  them 
thoroughly  and  run  them  through  the  food 
chopper,  using  the  finest  blade. 

Mildew  and  other  stubborn  stains  can  be 
removed  from  washable  coloured  materials 
by  soaking  the  fabric    in    pure    glycerine 


overnight  and  then  washing  as  usual  in  hot 
suds. 

Tackles  will  scrub  up  whiter  if  one  tea- 
spoon of  bleach  is  added  to  the  basin  of 
soap  and  water. 

Birthday  candles  can  be  prevented  fro^n 
dripping  on  the  cake  if  each  one  is  set  in  a 
marshmellow.

Greetings,  once  again,  from  the  Genea- 
logical Department  of  the  South  African 
Mission:  All  is  well  at  the  present  time  and 
we're  happy  to  report  that  a  bit  more  has 
been  accomplished  in  the  important  task 
of  tracing  one's  ancestory. 

During  the  past  few  months  several 
things  have  been  achieved.  Two  worth- 
while trips  were  made  to  the  archives  at 
Paarl  and  one  of  the  archives  at  Stellen- 
bosch.  These  searches  unveiled  many  new 
names  and  additional  light  on  some  of  the 
old  ones.  The  scribes  at  these  places  were 
very  nice  to  us  and  offered  all  the  assis- 
tance that  they  could.  Mnr.  Schumann  at 
Paarl  was  exceptionally  kind  to  us  and 
invited  us  to  return  again  when  we  found 
the  need  to  do  so. 

We  found  that  the  Paarl  Archives  had 
the  original  records  of  the  French 
Hugenots,  who  first  settled  in  Paarl,  and 
also  gained  a  vast  supply  of  information 
from  them.  There  is  also  a  death  register 
at  Paarl   dating  back   to   1854,  which  has

Several  genealogical  reseach  workers 
have  been  contacted  in  Cape  Town.  Among 
them  is  a  Mr.  Eric  Rosenthal  who  has  a 
private  collection  of  old  records  which  he 
has  purchased  over  a  period  of  years.  We 
have  made  arrangements  with  him  to  look 
for  several  names  which  should  be  a  great 
help  to  us. 

If  any  of  you  are  interested  in  contact- 
ing Mr.  Rosenthal  you  may  do  so.  Perhaps 
he  will  be  able  to  assist  you  in  your  re- 
.search  work.  This  type  of  work  is  his 
livelihood  and  therefore  you  should  be  pre- 
pared to  reimburse  him  for  his  services. 

We  encourage  you  all  to  take  advantage 
of  the  splendid  work  which  has  been  done 
by  the  genealogical  workers  of  the  South 
African  Mission  and  to  continue  to  help 
those  who  are  unable  to  help  themselves.
